88. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 17, wherein said hair 
growth inhibitor is for a h\mian. 

89. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 88, wherein said human is 

a man. 

90. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 88, wherein said human is 
a woman. 

91. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 17, wherein said molecule 
is an antisense oligonucleotide. 

92. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 17, wherein said molecule 
is an antibody. 

93. (New) The method of claim 1, wherein said molecule specifically 
binds to P-cadherin. 

94. (New) The method of claim 17, wherein said molecule specifically 
binds to P-cadherin. 

95. (New) The method of claim 1, wherein said induction is determined 
using immunoprecipitation and immunoblotting. 

96. (New) The method of claim 17, wherein said inhibition is determined 
using immunoprecipitation and immunoblotting. 
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97. (New) The method of claim 17, wherem said inhibition is detennined 
by microscopic examination of cell cultures in the presence of anU-E cadherin. 

98. (New) The method of claim 1, wherein said induction is determined by 
assessing an increase in P-cadherin expression. 



99. (New) The method of claim 17, wherein said inhibition is determined 
by assessing a decrease in P-cadherin expression.
